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SECTION  B. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES  : 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  the  arrangements  offered  by 
the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northallerton,  in  respect  of  diag¬ 
nosis  of  pathological  specimens. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES : 

Prior  to  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health  Act  the 
greater  part  of  the  district  was  served  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Associa¬ 
tion  (Great  Ayton  Division)  the  Council  paying  an  annual  contribution  to  the 
funds  of  the  Division. 

An  agreement  was  in  operation  with  the  Stockton  Corporation  where¬ 
by  the  Parish  of  Yarm  had  the  use  of  the  Corporation  Ambulance  for 
purposes  other  than  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  district  are  removed  by 
the  Ambulance  of  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation  to  the  Corporation  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital,  West  Lane  Middlesbrough. 

Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  above  Act  the  Ambulance 
services  have  been  taken  over  by  the  County  Council.  Paragraphs  1  and  3 
above,  i.e.  St.  John  Ambulance  Association’s  Ambulance  and  the  Middles¬ 
brough  Corporation  Ambulance  are  still  operating  as  heretofore.  The 
remainder  of  the  district  is  served  by  the  Durham  County  Council  Ambu¬ 
lance  stationed  at  Stockton  until  such  time  as  an  Ambulance  Station  can  be 
provided  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council  which  will  serve  the  Thornaby 
Combined  District. 


(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME: 

In  all  Parishes  the  District  Nurse  also  undertakes  Midwifery. 

(d)  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  (i)  WATER: 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  which  now  supply  nineteen  parishes  (as  detailed 
later  in  this  Section)  have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Attention  has  been  paid  to  action  on  lead  in  respect  to  these  supplies  but  it 
has  not  been  found  necessary  to  instal  or  carry  out  any  form  of  treatment. 

CHLORINATION : — Wallace  &  Tiernan’s  Constant  Flow  Hypochlorinators 
are  connected  to  the  mains  of  both  the  Turkey  Nab  and  Scugdale  Systems  below  the 
reservoirs  and  above  all  connections. 

The  machines  have  been  maintained  and  have  operated  satisfactorily  during 
the  year. 

Further  to  previous  reports  on  Schemes  of  Augmenting  the  Council’s  Water 
Supplies  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  I  am  pleased  to 
state  that  two  Contracts  have  been  let. 

CONTRACT  No.  1: — Collection  of  Springs  and  the  laying  of  approximately 
4,500  yards  of  Asbestos  Cement  Pipes,  and  approximately  20  miles  of  6  ins.,  5  ins., 
4  ins.  and  3  ins.  diameter  ‘  Spun  ’  Iron  Pipes,  together  with  fittings,  etc.,  and  the 
construction  of  buildings  for  Treatment  Plant  and  appurtenant  works. 

CONTRACT  No.  2: — The  construction  near  Hutton  Rudbv  of  a  50,000  gallons 
Reinforced  Concrete  Water  Tower,  approximately  75  feet  high  together  with  inciden¬ 
tal  pipework,  etc. 

An  active  start  was  made  on  the  works  on  the  1st  May,  1948,  and  work  had 
progressed  far  enough  by  the  autumn  to  allow  two  Springs  to  be  connected  to  the 
■  Scugdale  Supply  where  the  consumption  had  more  than  equalled  the  existing  supply. 

Other  works  are  progressing  in  stages  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  the 
year  the  whole  of  the  area  will  be  supplied.

PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS: 


Consent  was  received  during  the  year  to  go  ahead  with  the  following  schemes 
which  had  previously  been  the  subject  of  Ministry  of  Health  Enquiry. 

1.  Parish  of  Ormesby — Normanby  Road — Sewer  and  Pumping  Station. 

2.  Parish  of  Ormesby — Swan’s  Corner — Sewers,  Screen  Chamber — Pumping  Station 

and  Pumping  Main. 

3.  Parish  of  Stainton — New  sewerage  for  the  village  of  Stainton  and  future  con¬ 

sideration  for  the  village  of  Maltbv — Outfall  sewers  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  these  works  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  active  start 
will  be  made  in  the  Spring  of  next  year. 

Schemes  in  respect  of  the  following  Parishes  have  been  put  forward  and  pro¬ 
visional  allocations  for  grants  under  the  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944, 
have  been  made: — 

Great  Broughton — Sewerage  of  the  Villages  of  Kirkby  and  Great  Broughton — 

Pumping  Main  and  Outfall  Sewer  and  Sewage  Disposal 
W  orks. 

Whorl  ton — Sewerage  of  the  Village  of  Swainby — Pumping  Station,  Pumping- 

Main,  Outfall  Sewer  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Carlton — Sewerage  of  the  Village — Outfall  Sewer  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Hutton  Rudby— Sewerage  of  Villages  Hutton  and  Rudby — Pumping  Stations, 

Pumping  Mains  and  Sewerage  Disposal  Works. 

Scamer — Sewerage  of  part  of  the  Village  and  transfer  and  modernising  of 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Yarm — Reconstruction  of  sewerage  of  town  to  Pumping  Stations,  Pumping 

and  Outfall  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
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Ingleby  Greenhow — Sewerage  of  Village  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Sewerage  of  these  villages  has  been  unsatisfactory  for  years  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  advantage  of  the  above  Act  will  result  in  early  construction  of  the 
schemes  and  connections  from  the  houses  within  the  villages  will  remove  grave 
nuisances  from  the  streams  and  the  dangers  of  existing  conditions. 

As  all  these  villages  are  now  served  with  a  piped  water  supply  it  is  hoped  that 
the  provision  of  main  drainage  will  enable  the  Council  to  go  ahead  with  schemes  of 
conversion  of  privy  closets  to  W.C’s. 

KIRKLEAVINGTON  SEWERAGE: — Trouble  has  been  experienced  during 
the  year  on  a  section  of  the  main  sewer  through  this  village  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  open  up  and  provide  an  additional  manhole. 

GREAT  AYTON : — Works  have  been  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  Council  to  prevent  flooding  in  California.  A  new  sewer  was  constructed  in 
the  main  street  by  the  County  Council  and  a  section  of  15"  surface  water  sewer  to 
receive  surface  water  from  the  Council’s  Housing  Estate  and  a  culvert  at  the  rear  of 
Frankfield  Place  has  been  constructed. 

STAINTON  : — Trouble  has  been  experienced  with  a  section  of  the  old  sewer 
leading  to  Kelgate.  Although  this  sewer  will  become  redundant  when  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  works  have  been  carried  out,  it  was  found  necessary  to  cleanse  and  repair  a 
length  of  approximately  100  yards.

Although  the  date  of  coming  into  operation  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act  and 
the  transfer  of  the  duties  from  Local  Authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  has  not  yet  been  determined,  the  work  has  been  well  maintained  in  the 
area.

There  are  5  registered  manufacturers  within  the  area  and  with  one  exception 
all  use  the  cold  mix  method  of  production.  The  premises  have  been  regularly  in¬ 
spected  and  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

(c)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  : 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Meat  Distribution  Scheme  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
slaughtering  has  ceased  within  the  area,  all  meat  supplied  to  butchers  in  the  area 
being  drawn  from  the  Distributing  Centre  at  Middlesbrough  and  the  local  butchers 
distributing  from  one  centre. 

The  only  inspections  of  slaughter  within  the  area  have  been  emergency  cases 
and,  where  the  carcase  has  been  found  fit  for  food,  it  has  been  sent  to  the  Distribut¬ 
ing  Centre  for  disposal.
